Death of Robert !*. Wickliffe Ksq. 

The Lexington papers yesterday brought us 
the sad intelligence of the demise of this prom- 
inent and talented man. They were freighted 
also with editorial tributes to the memory of the 
deceased, and such tributes, too, as were emi- 
nently deserved. Mr. Wuklikfe was a noted 
man in Kentucky, was a member of the Con- 
vention that gave us our present Constitution 
and a candidate for Lieutenant Governor upon 
the Democratic ticket in 1851. His loss will be 
felt all over the State, for he was one who could 
not well be spared from among us. 

The Statesman sums up his fine qualities in 
the following beautiful and heart-fell language: 
His talents &sa speaker entitled him to a rank 
among our great orators. When excited, in his 
public efforts, his language, his ideas, his views 
and his illustrations never failed to excite the 
admiration of the hearer, especially of cultiva- 
ted minds. Gi». such occasions, he was often 
exceedingly lofty, grand and thrilling. Few 
antagonists could maintain them>eves against 
bis logic and searching motfe of argumentation. 
He possessed qualities which would have shone 
with conspicuous splendor in the Senate of the 
United States, and had talents' to adorn any sta- 
tion within the gift of the government pr the 
people. As a writer, hU*style was chaste, class- 
ic and beautiful. 

Such was Robert Nelson XVitklifffe intellectu- 
ally. And yet, strange to say, all these natural 
powers and all these fiue attainments, never 
gained the position to which they seemed to en- 
ti tie him. He was a strange,’ singular, eccentric 
man. We have Often thought that much of his 
singularity was attributable to the fact that he 
never married. We have heard him say that an 
old bachelor had nothing to live for, and that 
he could never know the endearments and do-, 
lights of a home! We have remarked that, he 
never attained the position to which his quali- 
ties seemed to entitle him. This must be un- 
derstood with some modifications. We believe 
he hadbeeu several times a member of the leg- 
islature; and in 1849 he was one of the delegates 
from Fayette county to the Convention which 
framed our new constitution. But perhaps the 
reason why Mr. Wickliffe never attained to 
higher distinction was, in a great measure* at- 
tributable to himself, or possibly to his singular 
temperament, or hisindifterei^e to matters per- 
taining to life. Some years since, he seeiueu to I 
become wholly indifferent to either professional 
or political honors. True, in 1851, he Vvas nom- 
inated by the Democratic party for the office of 
Lieut. Governor of the commonwealth, and in 
that capacity ho made a canvass of a considera- 
ble portion of the States but it was thought he 
did not entef upon or conduct t lie cavass with 
that energy and zeal which evinced a great de- 
sire for, or confidence in success. A fatal leth- 
argy, resulting apparently from an indifference 
to life, seemed to ha v e taken possession of him, 
and seemed to hold the whole man in adaman- 
tine chains.

his worthy forefathers! Ana such a man is an 
outcast in his native land, because, forsooth, lie 
has had the boldness to marry the lady of his 
choice, without inquiring into her form of faith! 
And at whose bidding is he thus disfranchised? 
By a midnight cabal of broken-down politicians 
and persons, assembled in Kentucky, but deriv- 
ing its powers from a degraded Yankee convict.
